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~ SOUL REST

Text, Matt. 11:28, 29: “Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. Take my 
yoke upon you, and learn of me; for I 
am meek and lowly in heart: and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls.” 

The greatest need today for humanity 
is soul rest but it seems that is the least 
thing in people’s minds. I want to say 
here, when we have everything that heart 
can desire in this old world, speaking of 
natural things, there is one thing that is 
not satisfied, and that is the soul. God 
alone can satisfy that part. Whether we 
be rich or poor we can get salvation only 
from Christ. 

Now let us see when we get this rest 
of the soul completely. Yes, we are prom- 
ised a rest for our soul. In Matt. 11:28, 
29 Jesus says, “Ye shall find rest unto 
your souls.” He also says, “Come unto 
me,” and when we come (to an altar of 
prayer somewhere), leaving the world be- 
hind as we should do, we will find soul 
rest. I am sure that when we come to 
Him and obey, yes, believe what He says, 
then He is obligated to help us. That is 
why He came to earth,—to be of help 
to humanity. Now there are many that 
we could mention to you who lived in 
Christ’s time who had their sins forgiv- 
en. Yes, their names were written in 
heaven. Jesus said so. Their actual trans- 
gressions were forgiven. Surely you will 
admit by this that they were saints. But 
at this time Christ had not yet died on 
the cross. He prayed in John 17 for the 
Father to sanctify these followers through 
His truth; His Word (Christ) is truth. 
Christ is called the Word in John 1:1, al- 
so in Rev. 19:13. This sanctifying could 
not be done until Jesus had shed His 
blood. That is why He shed His blood— 
to sanctify the people. He could forgive 
sins while here on earth even before He 
died on the cross, but it was through the 
shedding of His blood that we are saved 
and sanctified. 

Heb. 13:12 speaks of Jesus’ suffering 
without the gate that He might sanctify 
the people. After Jesus lifted up His 
hands and blessed them they _ received 
great joy and went to the upper room 
where they continued in prayer with one 
accord. The blood applied to the heart 
will cause rejoicing. These people had 
never had an experience like this before. 
When you are saved from a life of sin, 
it is wonderful. Without the new birth 
you cannot be sanctified or baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. Without the new 
birth you can’t enter the kingdom of 
God. Therefore, we must take it step by 
step. Here we have two separate works 


that the Lord alone can do for us. We 


can’t save ourselves. We must let God 
do the work. 

Now after these people’s sins were for- 
given, naturally this made them Chris- 
tians, but they were to be sanctified, and 
they obeyed and received the blessing. 
Have you done this? Whatsoever He 
saith unto you do it. Christ told them to 
go to the city of Jerusalem and tarry 
there until they be endued with power 
from on high (the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost). He said He would not leave 
them comfortless, but would send an- 
other Comforter though they had their 
sins forgiven. Yes, they were sanctified, 
yet they neéded the Comforter. 

Some in these last days say that the 
Lord gives all the blessings to His peo- 
ple at once. No, He does not, and it can’t 
be proved either. Only those that were in 
the upper room received the power, the 
Comforter, the Holy Ghost baptism. 
You must get the Holy Ghost for your- 
self, no one else can receive Him for you. 
Just because those folks got the Holy 
Ghost on Pentecost does not say nor 
mean that from that time on all the 
blessings come at once. We must be 
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saved, sanctified with the blood by the 
Holy Ghost, and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and fire, before we have the com- 
plete “soul rest.” Acts 3:19 says, “Repent 
ye therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times 
of refreshing shall come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord.” You must get saved, 
have your sins blotted out, before the re- 
freshing comes. Acts 5:32, “And we are 
his witnesses of these things; and so is 
also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath 
given to them that obey Him.” 


You may claim you are a believer. If 
you are a believer you have the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost or you are honestly 
seeking Him. You can’t be a very strong 
believer and not have or be seeking the 
Comforter. And when He comes He will 
testify (speak in tongues). Acts 2:33, 
“Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of the 
Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he (Jesus) hath shed forth this, which 
ye now see and hear.” Now what did 
they see? They saw the people acting like 
drunk people. They were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost; yes, all talked in tongues 
as evidence of the Baptism of the Spirit. 
Peter said these people who received the 
Comforter were not drunk as they sup-

The Training of Children in the Home

The first steps of a child that lead to 
the electric chair or to the brothel are 
taken at home. 

“For I have told him that I will judge 
his house forever for the iniquity which 
he knoweth; because his sons made them- 
selves vile and he restrained them not,” 1 
Sam. 3:13. 

A man that had judged Israel forty 
years but had failed to restrain his sons! 
He was now an old man of 98 years. He 
talked with his boys and asked them why 
they did such things, making the Lord’s 
people transgress; but he did not stop 
them. He knew what was going on. 

Webster says restrain means “to hin- 
der, to keep from.” If Eli had been on 
the watch over his own children, instead 
of doing such big things, however worthy 
(such as judging Israel), he could have 
caught on to their way of living, and pre- 
vented the curse that came upon his 
house. 

It has been said “tan ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure.” How sad 
it is to see a bishop, or even a mere lay- 
man, who is pretending to be doing some- 
thing for the Lord, neglecting his fam- 
ily’s training—his sons and daughters! 
Perhaps he is a licensed minister, and has 
been for forty years; but we see his sons 
puffing cigarettes and his daughters 


keeping questionable company. He and 
his family are a reproach to the cause 
of Christ. Such a person—man or wo- 
man—-says, “Pray for my children. They 
are not Christians.” Brother, where is 
your salt? You are failing somewhere, for 
God’s Word is sure. 

“Train up a child in the way he 
should go; and when he is old he will not 
depart from it.” Prov. 22:6. Also, “‘Fool- 
ishness is bound in the heart of a child; 
but the rod of correction shall drive it 
from him.” Prov. 22:15. 


I heard a preacher say one time he did 
not believe in whipping his children, that 
there were other ways to control them. 
Why did not the Bible say so? Why did 
it say, “Chasten thy son while there is 
hope, and let not thy soul spare for his 
crying”? Prov. 19:18. And again, “With- 
hold not correction from the child; for 
if thou beatest him with the rod, he shall 
not die.” Prov. 23:13. 

If you are going to take the whole 
Bible, you will have to say amen to this. 
A good: switching given in the right way 
does something to a child’s nature that 
no amount of coaxing, begging, hiring, 
etc., will do; and it is the only thing that 
will make a child honor and respect his 
parents. It proves to him that you are

Tribulation-Week Gentiles 


‘After this I beheld, and, lo, a great 
multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, stood before the throne, and 
before the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; and cried 
with a loud voice, saying, Salvation to 
our God which sitteth upon the throne, 
and unto the Lamb. And all the angels 
stood round about the throne, and about 
the elders and the four beasts, and fell 
before the throne on their faces, and wor- 
shipped God, saying, Amen: Blessing, and 
glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, 
and honour, and power, and might, be 
unto our God for ever and ever. Amen. 
And one of the elders answered, saying 
unto me, What are these which are ar- 
rayed in white robes? and whence came 
they? And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
hknowest. And he said to me, These are 
they which came out of great tribula- 
tion, and have washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb. Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day and 
night in his temple: and he that sitteth 
on the throne shall dwell among them. 
They shall hunger no more, neither thirst 
any more; neither shall the sun light on 
them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which 
is in the midst of the throne shall feed 
them, and shall lead them unto living 
fountains of waters: and God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes.” Rev. 7:9- 
i. 

I have been writing extensively on the 
resurrection and catching away of the 
saints and the tribulation week. Some 
seem to think that I inferred that the 
Church would enter the tribulation 
week and be caught away in the midst 
of it, but this is a mistake. For scriptural 
proof read Rev. 3:8, 10; Luke 21:24-36; 
Isa. 26:20, 21; Rev. 4th and Sth chap- 
ters. These two chapters in Revelation 


prove positively that the saints are in 
heaven around the throne before a seal 
is broken. Read especially Rew. 5:9-12. In 
chapter six the first seal is broken. Those 
of you who have these papers should read 
my editorials carefully so you will not 
misunderstand. 

The first three and a half years of the 
tribulation week, as we have shown in 
previous issues, will be a time of peace 
and prosperity, and but little attention 
will be given to religion by the beast. 
But in the midst of the week he begins 
his work of persecution and death. It 
seems that there will be at least three 
companies of witnesses during this time. 
The first company is possibly represented 
by the five foolish virgins. The second 
company will be the Jews who will real- 
ize at this time that the man of sin is 
not their Christ and they will break 
their covenant with him. God shall seal 
144,000 but the rest of the Jews who 
have salvation will be slain. The third 
company takes in our scripture lesson for 
this issue. 

There will be millions of people who 
are acquainted with salvation who will 
not merit the resurrection or the blessings 
and favors of Christ when He comes to 
catch His people away. They know 
enough about the Bible to know they 
will be lost forever if they accept Anti- 
christ and his mark. Then, too, there will 
be many people saved during the tribula- 
tion week by the preaching of those who 
have been blessed. Some think there will 
be no salvation during the tribulation 
week, but it will be a time of great bless- 
ing for both Jew and Gentile who will 
accept salvation. We believe God will 
put it into the hearts of this great com- 
pany to stand for Jesus and His great 
truths, and they will be enabled to over- 
come and die as martyrs for Christ. This 
will be a period of unexemplified trou- 
ble, predicted by Psa. 2:5, also described 
in Rev. 11:18. It will involve, in a meas- 
ure, the whole earth. Jeremiah describes 
it as the time of Jacob’s trouble. Jacob 
was on his way to meet his brother Esau, 
knowing he had treated him wrong in 
robbing him of his birthright. It seems 
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that Esau had become in possession of his 
father’s herds and flocks, and, no doubt, , 
his gold and silver and whatever was left. 
Jacob was not worried about that but he 
wanted to have peace in his heart and 
power with God so that through his 
prayers his brother’s wrath could be ap- 
peased. So, the tribulation saints have 
prayed through and received power and 
are willing to die for the cause they love, 
and God gives them special grace at this 
time. 

The company in our text today no 
doubt has been filled with the Holy 
Ghost during the tribulation week and 
they have been slain and are now stand- 
ing around the throne of God clothed in 
white robes with palms in their hands. 
They have joined the raptured saints and 
are there praising and blessing God. The 
elders sanction what they say by saying, 
Amen. These elders are among the rap- 
tured saints. The angel tells the raptured 
saints that there are they that came up 
through great tribulations, and have 
washed their robes and made them white 
in the blood of the Lamb. It seems that 
their choice of death rather than com- 
promise with the man of sin, brings to 
them the great blessing of sanctification 
or cleansing. It says they washed their 
robes. It means that they have accepted . 
Christ and His plan of salvation. They 
made Him their choice and chose death 
rather than life that they might live with 
God, and the Holy Ghost applies the 
blood and they are cleansed, and they are 
filled with the Holy Ghost. It says that 
these are they that came up through 
great tribulation. 

Never in the history of the human 
family has there been as great suffering 
and persecution as these people will suf- 
fer. After they are slain and the two 
prophets have been slain, they are resur- 
rected and receive their glorified bodies 
and are clothed in white robes. It says 
that they shall hunger no more, nor 
thirst any more, neither shall the sun 
light on them. This shows that they suf- 
fered starvation, also suffered for water, 
and they suffered from the heat of the 
sun. Now they are around the throne and 
they will be fed by the Lamb and cared 
for throughout eternity. After all, they 
have been led by the Spirit and power 
of God to accept the greatest blessing 
that can ever come to mortal man. 

It will be the tribulation saints that 
will sing the song of redemption just be- 
fore Jesus comes back on the clouds of 
heaven. No company of redeemed saints 
will be honored like the tribulation 
saints. Heaven will be silent for thirty 
minutes as they sing this wonderful song 
standing on the sea of glass around the 
throne. The 144,000 that will be kept 
by God’s mighty power on Mt. Zion, in 
my opinion, will hear them as they sing

It is in doing our best that we receive 
the greatest joy. And to reach the great- 
est number of souls and bring the most 
blessing to them, we must be at our best. 
The Lord expects us to do our best in 
our personal walk with Him, in our 
prayer life and in our outward testimony 
for Him. 

We may all find help in adopting 
Franklin’s twelve virtues, which are as 
follows: 

1. Temperance. 

Eat not to dullness; drink not to ele- 
vation. 

2. Silence. 

Speak not but what may benefit others 
or yourself; avoid trifling conversation. 

3. Order. 

Let all your things have their places; 
let each part of your business have its 
time. 

4. Resolution. 

Resolve to perform what you ought; 
perform what you resolve without fail. 

5. Frugality. 

Make no expense but to do good to 
others or yourself; that is, waste noth- 
ing. 

6. Industry. 

Lose no time; be employed in some- 
thing useful. 

7. Sincerity. 

Use no hurtful deceit; think innocent- 
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ly and justly, and, if you speak, speak ac- 
cordingly. 

8. Justice. 

Wrong none by doing injuries, or omit- 
ting the benefits that are your duty. 

9. Moderation. 

Avoid extremes; forbear resenting in- 
juries so much as you think they deserve. 

10. Cleanliness. 

Tolerate no uncleanness in body, 
clothes or habitation. 

11. Tranquility. 

Be not disturbed at trifles, or at acci- 
dents common or unavoidable. 

12. Humility. 

Imitate Christ. 


Where Do I Belong?

Through failure to comprehend God’s 
plan and purpose in the things that con- 
stitute the everyday life, the whole of the 
happy Christian life falls short. Salva- 
tion is not something that exists in the 
imagination, or somewhere in space, but 
it has its center in, and governs and con- 
trols in every step of the daily walk here 
on earth. 

3. To find our place and adjustment 
with God it is absolutely necessary that 
we commit all of the affairs of our life 
to His care. 

“Commit thy way unto the Lord; 
trust also in him; and he shall bring it 
to pass,” Psa. 37:5. 

4. Our proper place in the will of God 
can be maintained only as we definitely 
trust Him for all needed grace, and guid- 


ance in the problems and affairs of life. 


“For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God,” Rom.

5. If we are called to the work of the

God Is Pouring Out His Spirit On 
Believing Souls in India 


The other night after we had retired 
the noise of the native drums and tom- 
toms aroused us, at first faint, then loud- 
er and louder as though approaching our 
house. Then suddenly lights began to 
flash through our room. Naturally we 
hurriedly began to investigate the mean- 
ing and cause of the disturbance. Peering 
from our window we saw the road full 
of Hindus carrying torches (made of 
dry coconut leaves and tied with the 
green leaves) and several very bright 
lights. Of course, upon first impulse, any 
one in our position might have thought 
they would soon surround our house, set 
fire to it, or call us out for torture, but 
upon close observation we found that 
they were wholly absorbed among them- 
selves, for in their midst were several peo- 
ple highly painted and gayly dressed 
though very scantily. To the rhythm of 
those drums these people threw themselves 
into such a frenzied dance that soon the 
whole crowd was worked up into a fiend- 
ish fervor and most of them joined in 
the dance. Thus they proceeded down 
the road en route to the neighboring vil- 
lages to gather the Hindus and finally 
return to the temple in our market place 
for a ceremony. 

Thus began an annual festival which 
lasted several days, in honor of one 
of their 300 million gods! Market day 
saw the culmination of the _ celebra- 
tion. When we went to the market we 
found them making great preparation for 
the final celebration. We returned that 
evening to see part of the festivity. Such 
a throng of thousands of people crowded 
near the temple and vicinity that only 
with great difficulty did we press our 
way through to be able to see part of 
their worship and festival. 

In front of the temple they had a tem- 
porary platform set on wooden wheels 
which was highly decorated with the na- 
tive flowers and shrubbery. At about 
eight that evening the god of this par- 
ticular temple was brought out and 
placed on this platform and _ paraded 
through the crowd around the market 
place, thus giving blessings upon all peo- 
ple, according to their belief. But before 
the god was brought out, the people 
came, whole families at a time, with of- 
ferings of various types. Everyone who 
entered into the temple to give an offer- 
ing had just bathed and was dressed in 
his best attire. Their offering was blessed 
by their priest who also smeared some

ash to take 
home with them. He did not keep their 
offerings of plaintains (bananas), coco- 
nuts, etc.; he only blessed them and gave 


“sacred” ashes on their foreheads 
gave them some “sacred” 


them back and how their children re- 
joiced to eat that “‘biessed” food! Other 
individuals brought rice, dhal (a mem- 
ber of the pea family), and showered it 
upon the platform prepared for the god. 
Hundreds, especially men, brought two or 
three coconuts each and threw them on 
the ground before the temple. As they 
burst into pieces a crowd of urchins and 
beggars were ready to grab them and 
such scrambling and snatching for the 
bits! I had never seen the like! Also in 
front of the temple were three temporary 
shrines on wheels. In one we saw an image 
of the Hindu god ‘Srikrishna,’ one of 
the incarnations of ‘Vishnu’ who is the 
keeper of the world, according to Hindu 
theology. ‘Srikrishna’s’ body was blue, as 
it is always seen in every portrayal, and 
as usual he had a flute in his hand. Many 
people, especially the children, were blow- 
ing small reed flutes in his honor. In an- 
other of these shrines we saw ‘Gunapathi,’ 
another god, one of the children of 
‘Siva’ who is waiting to destroy this 
world. ‘Gunapathi’ has the body of a 
man, but a head like an elephant—a long 
trunk and two tusks, but one of these 
tusks was broken in a fight! Many of the 
people brought special offerings for these 
particular gods and left them at the 
shrines. One man told us he had brought 
an offering for the healing of sores on his 
hands! 

Some men donned women’s dress and 
once a real terror struck our hearts as 
two hideous looking creatures came di- 
rect to us. They were dressed like mon- 
keys with terrifying masks over their 
heads, a long tail, and their nude bodies 
well smeared with colored ashes. They 
were dancing along through the crowd to 
the music of the tomtom. Our interpre- 
ter said they represented two monkey 
gods, ‘Hanuman’ and ‘Jambwa.’ A hor- 
rid sight they were! Other features of 
the festival were dancing and dueling, 
but the main feature of this day was the 
tiger dance. For this the men stripped off 
their clothing with the exception of a 
very scant loin cloth and painted their 
bodies just like the tiger’s stripes. Then 
they performed such a weird and fiendish 
dance that we are told they often times 
go wild as a tiger itself and have to be 
put in chains at the close of the dance. 

This celebration continued until early 
morning but we did not feel like staying 
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long amidst such, but felt rather like 
running to our secret chamber and inter- 
ceding more earnestly than ever for the 
salvation of their souls. 

God is blessing in the midst of all this 
heathenism, even pouring out His Spirit 
upon believing and consecrated souls. 
How thankful we are for His presence 
right in the heart of the stronghold of 
the devil. Do continue to pray for us. 
We must be strong in the Lord, fervent 
in the Spirit, effectual in our prayer, re- 
lentless in our efforts to witness of the 
saving grace of Jesus so that many souls 
will be saved here in these last days. We 
must be faithful even unto death, as was 
our dear Brother Stark. 


In a few days we are moving to North 
Travancore. There is no Pentecostal work 
in the town where we will live. We hope 
you'll join us in prayer that God will use 
us mightily in that place to bring those 
people the full gospel and establish the 
Church of God in that place. Our ad- 
dress is Muvatupuzha P. O., North Tra- 
vancore, South India.

RECORD BREAKER 


The 1939 Florida camp meeting has 
come and gone and the complete results 
will only be made known in eternity. 
From the opening night until the close, 
wave after wave of glory swept across 
the huge tabernacle lighting the faces of 
the children of God and bringing genuine 
Holy Ghost conviction to the sinner.

the boss; that you must be obeyed in ev- 
erything. You make your horse obey you. 
You make your dog mind you. You be- 
gin to train them when they are young, 
so they will be of some account when 
they are grown up. Yet you see your 
boy or your girl take the first step that 
may lead to utter ruin, and do not re- 
strain them. They may steal the pennies 
or the sugar. They may run up a bill, 
without your knowledge, at the drug 
store, for ice cream and other things. 
They play rook, bridge, ping pong, and 
other games. “There is no harm in such 
innocent amusement,” they say; but 
these games will keep them away from 
prayer meeting. They take off the keen 
edge and sap your victory. They belong 
to the world, and are the first steps to the 
pool room, theater and gambling table. 

Now there is another noble Bible 
character, in striking contrast to Eli, 
and his name is Job. He .was Jacob’s 
grandson. Issachar was his father’s name. 
To prove this, look at 1 Chron. 7:1, 
“Puah, whose name was Job, he made 
sacrifice and sanctified them.” Job 1:5. 
He did so every day. He watched over 
his children. He was faithful over his 
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house, and God blessed him, despite his 
trials. 

Selfishness, jealousy and pride are other 
things to watch for. 

Our government is providing money 
for all kinds of diseases of stock, poultry, 
and even to take care of sick cats and 
dogs, and seeking the betterment of 
everything except children. The Bible is 
ignored when it comes to training the 
child. It takes love and understanding 
and watchfulness to cope with the ways 
of the sinful world, praying daily with 
your children and family. Worship gets 
them in the habit of praying. While 
young let them read for you, and even 
suggest the chapter or subject to be dis- 
cussed. Let them have a part. It teaches 
them to look to God, and not to depend 
altogether on your prayers. 

Some will say that teaching a child 
the Scriptures is too difficult, and should 
be for the mature mind. But Samuel be- 
gan early, just after he was weaned. 
Hannah carried him up to the temple. She 
gave him up, loaned him to God. And 
my, what a great prophet he made! Great 
men can be made when fathers and 
mothers teach them the fear of God 
while they are young. Fathers and 
mothers, you often wonder why your 
children do not honor you, do not re- 
spect your opinion, disobey your orders 
and will not take your advice. Listen 
please, your child is just what you have 
made him. You have shaped his destiny, 
for heaven or hell. You gave him his 
start up the road or down the road, as 
the case may be. You talk and pray with 
him every day, but do you restrain him? 
Put restraint on him. Sometimes it takes 
the rod to conquer. After you have done 
your part to save that child, God steps in 
and your child becomes a Christian, and 
leads a useful life, and is a blessing to 
others. On the other hand, if you, like 
Eli, take it out in talking, and never re- 
strain your children, and you know they 
are stealing, smoking, cursing and gamb- 
ling, and you can’t manage them—I say, 
if you know these things, and can’t stop 
them, then it is plain they have no con- 
fidence in your religion, and your salt 
has lost its savor (if it ever had any), 
and is good for nothing. 

Preachers, if you can’t control or in- 
fluence your own child, what good can 
you do towards helping others? What 
kind of light are you holding out? Every 
parent should say like Joshua, “As for 
me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord.” 

The child may play marbles for keeps, 
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and thus enter the first stage of gamb- 
ling. You allow him to keep smutty 
company. One bad boy can lead so many 
others astray! You preach and romp and 
stomp about lipstick and paint, rolled 
socks, short sleeves, and just can’t see 
your sixteen-year-old girl is secretly 
meeting a worldly boy, who is a smoker 
or holiness fighter, and is one who will, 
perhaps, drag her down. 


Some people do not have the sense of 
a hen. She watches over her brood with 
vigilance. She screams for them to run if 
she senses danger. She feeds and warns 
and protects them from harm, while your 
boy or girl is here and yonder, going 
astray, dancing, playing cards, and 
doing everything but attending prayer 
meeting. 


Mothers, teach your children from the 
breast to love and reverence God: Keep 
this teaching before them as surely and 
as constantly as you prepare their meals. 
Give this noble worship and reverence 
for God to them for breakfast, dinner 
and supper 365 days in the year. Then 
on New Year’s, start all over again. You 
can persevere in this if you let God help 
you. If you keep up this fight, then in 
after years, perhaps you can point with 
pride and satisfaction to the beautiful life 
God has helped you to build and shape. 


On the other hand, if you neglect to 
do your duty, and your children, like 
Eli’s sons, bring a curse on themselves 
and you; if they go to jail or the electric 
chair, or die in disgrace, it will be too 
late for you then. You may look back 
and see wherein you failed to do your 
duty, where you failed to use restraint. 
You will say, “I was too easy with them.” 
But it will be too late, too late.
